John Vance Writes From 
Cebu Province 


Cebu City, Province of Cebil, Phili- 
pine Islands, August I, 1912.—The 
history of American government in 
the Phillippine islands began in 1898. 
Manila was occupied by American 
forces on August 13, 1898. 
In the 14 
years since that date a civil govern­ 
ment in accordance with American 
ideas have been established in most 
places of the islands. 
Where not in­ 
consistent with the plan and princi­ 
ples of the new government the local 
government institutions were! incor­ 
porated in the new. 
F o r the Ameri­ 
can nation the acquirement of the 
Philippines was Hie most far reach­ 
ing result of the war with Spain. 
To 
•etain possession of these tropical 
islands meant departure from the d e­ 
finite policy of neutrality adopted by 
tin' founders of thp government Of the 
republic, which has been adhered to 
for more than a century. 
It meant 
assuming the role of a colonial pow­ 
er in the orient. 
It meant becoming 
a factor in international politics. So 
radical a breaking away from a poli­ 
cy, the wisdom of which the American 
people have never questioned, could 
not be accomplished without long and 
I heated discussions, 
j 
The conditions in the islands ap- 
I pealed to the sense of moral obliga- 
I lion on tile part of the Americans. 
! Tile people of these islands could not 
' be left to certain anarchy within and 
: later conquest and possible partition 
by other nations. 
Duty demanded 
that tile Americans remain in control, 
j The people were untrained in the 
j methods of .self-governmeD44.and so 
; were absolutely unfit 
lance 
That the Philippines 
, be controlled by the United State 
I was a question to be decided by such 
j men as McKinley. Dewey, the raeiu- 
I hers of the first Philippine commis­ 
sion and thoughtful statesmen thru- 
I ought tile land. 
Since July 4, 1901, there lias been a 
I civil government in a great many 
(places ofjthe islands. 
The people 
j now have some share in their law- 
JI making, a l ight they never had d a r ­ 
ling Spanish rule. 
They elect most 
of their own officers, and are given 
J employment in tile different depart- 
; ments of government where they are 


J capable 
of 
filling the 
positions. 
I President Taft is mainly responsible 
| for this. 
The Philippine government is un­ 
der the administrative control of tile 
I war department. 
Like tile govern­ 
ment of any of the states it has three 
branches 
legislative, judicial 
and 
j executive. 
Tile executive power is 
vested in a governor general appoint­ 
ed by the president of the United 
States. 
The 
governor-general 
is 
president of tile Philippine commis­ 
sion. a legislative body and advisory 
council 
of 
the 
governor-general, 
j There is also a vice governor-gener- 
1 al, who is a member of Hie commis- 
I aion. 
d'he commission is at present 
compos d of nine members appointed 
I by the president of the United States. 
I Five of the members are Americans 
j and four are Filipinos. 
I 
The executive branch of the gov- 
j eminent is administered in three di­ 
visions, known as tin1 insular, p ro ­ 
vincial and municipal governments. 
The provincial governments are each 
controlled by a central body of three 


I members, the provincial 
governor, 
I elected by the people, tile treasurer* 
I appointed by the 
governor-general 
j with the consent of the commission, 
and tile third member elected by the 
people. 
They are all answerable to 
the governor-general and may lie re­ 
moved by him when the public good 
seems to require this action. 
These 
three officials compose* the provincial 
board. 
The governor of the pro­ 
vince is chairman of the board, 
Tile 
provincial board lias authority to 
make certain regulations and ordi­ 
nances for tile good of the province, 
and regulates the expenditure* of pro 
vincial funds; all acts of municipal 
councils must bear its approval lie- 
fore they become municipal law’. The 
provincial board acts as intermed­ 
iary between the municipal and insu 
lar governments. 
At present there- ^ 
are about 40 provinces having Awater;

Man Power and Coni Power. 
Does any one realize the power of 
coal as a worker? A man was set to, 
work to pump as hard as he could all 
day, and at the end of ten hours It was 
found that he had done just as much, 
work as a little less than two ounces 
of coal could do, says Answers. 
Taking all the energy put forth by a 
hard-working man during one whole 
year, the same amount of force would 
be furnished by thirty-six pounds of 
good coal, or say forty pounds of aver­ 
age coal. 
We produce six tons a head of popu­ 
lation, and this contains the energy of 
336 men working for a whole year.

GOOD OF CREDIT SOCIETIES 


Value of Neighborhood Co-Operative 
Banks Illustrated by Little In­ 
cident In Ireland. 


Neighborhood cooperative banks are 
familiar and in wide use In 
nearly 
. ovary - country <exeept America, writes 
John M. Oakison in the Chicago News. 
A recent visitor to Ireland told a 
•tory which illustrates their value. He 
aaid: 
r 
"Some years ago a woman in the 
west of Ireland was left a widow with 
several children. 
Some meani for 
■elf-support had to be found or she 
mutt become a recipient of charity. 
She became a member of a co-opera­ 
tive bank in her neighborhood, bor­ 
rowed £12 and bought a cow. 
The 
widow made her payments on 
the 
loan monthly and at the end of the 
year the debt was discharged. 
Anoth­ 
er £12 was borrowed, and another 
cow bought. 
At the beginning of the 
following year a third cow was sim­ 
ilarly bought, and a son, who had hith­ 
erto been a laborer on the estate of 
the proprietor, left work to help his 
mother care for her small herd. 
Her 
Bfcmily was on its way to 
independ­ 
e n c e . 
All this may be found neatly 
recorded in the books of the bank, 
which are kept in the schoolhouses by 
the village schoolmaster.” 
Any group of people having perma­ 
nent interests and well known to each 
other can furnish security better than 
an Individual can offer for a loan. So 
far as the co-operative bank idea has 
een'developed, membership is restrict­ 
ed to residents of a very limited area. 
All members are liable for the debts 
of each, and every borrower must 
show that the loan can be so used that 
it will at least produce the 
amount 
borrowed and interest at the regular 
rate. 
Although co-operative credit 
soci­ 
eties have been confined to agricul­ 
tural communities in 
Europe, 
there 
seems to be no sound reason why they 
should not flourish in the cities of this 
country. 
Certainly the story of our 
savings and loan societies 
suggests 
that our city neighbors can manage to 
apprise the credit capacity 
of bor­ 
ro w ^ . 


* ae country is excellently served by 
commercial banks. Our greatest short­ 
comings are failing to provide credit 
L unstitutlQns for our small salaried and 
day w o/kB 
ay workers who are ambitious, and 
making borrowing by farmers for legit­ 
imate purposes difficult. 
It is up to each community to tackle 
the problem—there is nothing compli­ 
cated in it.
